township road supervisors of H enne­ 
pin county some mighty sound ad­ 
vice the other day.

he preached the gospel of the road 
drag as the best and cheapest of all 
methods of keeping dirt and gravel 
roads in good condition. 
Senator Dunn is so convinced of 
the utility of the drag that he ad­ 
vised tile prosecution for misdemean­ 
or of any supervisor 
or 
township 
board that fails to make use of tho 
money placed at their disposal u n ­ 
do* the Dunn road act for dragging. 
Adm itting that the law leaves to the 
local road authorities some latitude 
for the exercise of ju d gm ent, he de­ 
clared that the whole trouble with 
most country roads Is that they are 
not dragged. 
The difficulty is that, in th eir de­ 
sire to construct new roadways, the 
authorities are often tempte d to en­ 
croach 
on 
th e 
m aintenance 
fund. 
M aintenance should be the first con 
slderatlon. 
The roads 
we 
have 
should be kept in prime condition by 
frequent dragging. 
Only the fundi 
properly available for that purpose 
should be devoted to new construc­ 


tion.

Dardanelles.

possibility 
th a t the stra it will he forced by the 
A nglo-French 
warships 
and 
land 
forces is too remote for consideration 
and hack of this confidence of super 
lo rlty of Turkish arms is developing 
a new spirit of national u n ity that is 
reg e n e ra tin g 
the 
T urkish 
empire. 
Briefly put these were tlu* statem ents 
m ade to me today by Field Marshal 
von der Ooltz of the G erm an army, 
who, as military in stru c to r of the 
T urkish army for years preceding the 
B alkan wars, won for himself the 
title ‘Father of the modern T urkish 
arm y .” 
To the in tim ate know ledge 
th u s gained of the tight lug T u rk of 
today, he has since th-' first of De­ 
cem ber added his personal observa­ 
tions of the present operations in his 
capacity as military aide to bls Im­ 
perial majesty, the sultan. 
It was 
in this capacity as the greatest au­ 
th o rity on the modern Turkish army, 
th a t I asked him to explain through 
th e United Press the progress of the 
D ardanelles operations and the s u d ­ 
den stren g th displayed by th e T u rk 
ish arm y, following its admittedly 
poor show ing d u rin g the two Balkan 
wars. 
“ E ntirely aside from the valor of 
th is new Turkish 
army 
of 
today 
th e re are o th e r elements of strength 
in the defense of the Dardanelles, 
which I am certain the public as a 
whole has so far failed to appreci­ 
ate,” said the 
field 
marshal. 
“ I 
doubt lf the world knows that up to 
the present moment not a single ship 
of th e allies 
fleets 
has 
thus 
far 
passed tho first line of defense. 
Be 
hind th e black sentinels, as it were, 
lie w hole mine fields and modern de­ 
fences of the most 
perfect 
type. 
Should a ship elude the first line, th • 
chances th a t she would pass the real 
m ine defences that fall are so Infill 
itesiiually small as not to lie cal 
culable. 
4 "A t th e very moment, when tin* 
world at large believes that Turkish 
arm y w eakest because of 
the 
re­ 
verses of the tw o Balkan wars, It 
has com e forward suddenly with a 
degree of strength 
and 
resistance 
never attain ed in the past. 
This is 
due to tw o things Instilled into lf 
by th e young Turks generation of 
today 
national unity and sentiment 
for n atio n al existence. 
"Broadly speaking, the 
Turkish 
arm y of today is for the first tim** 
really a Turkish army and lf for the 
first tim e a Turkish army fighting 
for th e existence of a Turkish em­ 
pire th a t means ‘fatherland’ to every 
individual soldier. 
"These, principally, are the reasons 
why th e English and Fr**nch. trying 
to force their way Into the one city 
which more than anything else sym­ 
bolizes to the 
Turkish 
mind 
the 
greatness, glory and even the very 
existence of the Ottoman empire have 
found themselves facing an Insur­ 
m o u n tab le barrier of tire and steel." 
I had been received by his excel­ 
lency at the private apartment he oc­ 
cupies in Constantinople during the 
a lte rn a te periods which 
lie 
passes 
th ere between the duties as military 
aide to th e sultan and chief comman­ 
der of th e first Turkish army. 
Sur­ 
rounded not only by the officers of 
his im m ediate personal staff, hut also 
by a n u m b e r of pedigreed cats and a 
kennel of thoroughbred 
dogs, 
he 
m anages d u rin g the few hours of re­ 
pose g ra n te d him each evening to 
enjoy a little of the atmosphere of 
" h o m e " and domesticity. 
II** 
had 
received me attired in civilian cos­ 
tum e, such as any American business 
m an m ig h t wear. 
"It would be a m istake now to re,, 
fer to me as the ‘father’ of the mod 
e m T u rk ish army," protest! d Field 
Marshal von d er Goltz. 
"The T u rk ­ 
ish arm y organization which is now 
su rp risin g the entire 
world 
dates 
only from the Balkan wars and is a 
creation purely of the Turks them­ 
selves. 
Paradox as it may seem, the 
reverses of the two 
Balkan 
wars 
h av e proved for the 
Turks 
their 
g re a te s t source of strength. 
Prob­ 
ably to th em alone they owe their 
p resen t salvation. 
"U n til th e B alkan wars it had been 
necessary to keep the flower of the 
T u rk ish arm y statio n ed constantly 
in M acedonia and Albania, because 
of th e m enace of u p risin g of Bul­ 
g aria n , Serbian, G reek and o th er r a ­ 
cial elem ents of th e population. For 
the first tim e in its h isto ry the T u rk ­ 
ish go v ern m en t is able to co n cen ­ 
trate in a small area of te rrito ry its 
entire military stre n g th for th e de­ 
fense of its capital and the ottom an 
empire. 
There is no fear of in te rn al 
uprisings or dissensions In th e ranks. 
"Formerly when the Turkish army 


contained large* co n tin en ts of the- v a r­ 
ious racial elem en ts of Macedonia, 
th ere was a lack of u n ity and loyalty 
th a t 
constituted one of its g rea te st 
weakness. 
T his too was sw ept aw a y 
by the B alkan w ars. 
The T u rk ish 
soldier, fighting in the ran k s today 
feels everyw here about him th e sp irit 
of unity, th e patriotism an d th e in ­ 
spiration which comes from u n d iv id ­ 
ed contact with men of his ow n race 
and religion. 
He fights will all his 
|old tim e bravery, valor and zeal.
